Batteries of a new gun named Big 
Lenin, which has a range of twenty- 
three miles, have been mounted by 
the Russians at Vladivostock.

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PLUG SMOKING 
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Shooting The Fog 


Secret Chemical Makes Air Clear 
In Few Seconds 


Lightning raids on fog are fore- 
shadowed by a secret chemical to 
which a trial was given recentty. 
When a typical pea-soup specimen 
loomed up, engineers, having mount- 
ed their “guns”, an array of centri- 
fugal pipes suspended thirty feet 
horizontally above the ground fired 
streams of this liquid into'its midst. 
In a few seconds a clear path was 
blazed in the gloom, and while the 
chemical attack lasted, every fog 
particle, as it came within range of 
2,000 feet, was brought to earth in 
the form of water. It is anticipated 
that aerodromes will be among the 
first to install thls new fog-clearing 
equipment. Already thousands of 
pounds are expended annually on 
special fog signals and guidance 
signs.

A NEW STRAIN OF 
DWARF SWEETa CLOVER 


It is only within the last twenty 
years that sweet clover has become an 
important crop in Western Canada. 
A number of varieties are in existence, 
each of which is characterized by on 
or more special features. Few, if any, 
of them are uniform in all features. 
It is this lack of uniformity coupled 
with other undesirable features that 
makes the production of improved 
varieties imperative. Sweet clover is 
an open pollinated plant and its im- 
provement in the hands of the plant 
breeder is of necessity slow. Only a 
few varieties suitable to prairie con- 
ditions have been developed. Condi- 
tions differ so greatly in the various 
districts of the West that a strain 
suited to one region may be wholly un- 
suited o another. This mzans_ that 
more altenticn must be given to -th2 
development of regional strains. 


With sweet clover there is consider- 
able variation in height of plant, leaf- 
iness, thickness of stem, number of 
stems arising from the crown, time o° 
active spring growth, time of -ower- 
ing and the uniformity of seed ripen- 
ing. In general the tall varizties have 
relatively few stems arising from th? 
crown and these stems tend to b2 
fairly coarse. In contrast, the low 
growing or dwarf plants are usually 
more leafy. It is this variation in 
type that makes it possible for the 
plant breeder to produce im»roved 
strains,
